The mystery iniquity, according Dr. Furfey, the 
mystery those secret forces evil that are precede 
the end the world and which are already operative 
among us. the present time they are the forces 
naturalism and secularism, which are influencing the 
thought and action those outside the Church, especially 
the social field, and are also making inroads into Cath- 


olic social thinking and action. works slow 


tration and effects gradual breakdown true Catholic 
principles. Catholics the social field, and outside the 
social field, are the opinion Dr. Furfey mainly con- 
formists: they admit and defend the theoretical position 
the Church and the supernatural point view, yet 
maintain that urge the Catholic solution inopportune, 
offensive, impractical. 


Thus Dr. Furfey subjects the social attitudes Catholics 
sharply critical examination, and finds that they are 
too engrossed with merely natural solutions, too intent 
merely positive sociology, too willing compromise 
matters where compromise means surrender the 
secular point view. The family has been weakened 
lax standards sexual morality, and are not willing 
apply urge the supernatural remedy. There 
gaping inconsistency between the ideal charity and our 
treatment racial problems. Our patriotism has been 
diluted acceptance the immoral principles 
exaggerated nationalism. our Catholic social agen- 
cies and social workers fail practice suggest the only 
true means social betterment—prayer and the Sacra- 
ments. 


fact that needs proof that have not been 
immune the forces naturalism, that have not been 


untouched our moral environment. fact that 
could better. depicting this sad state affairs, 
however, natural temptation exaggerate through 
broad, sweeping generalizations. also possible 
little unfair, implying, for instance, that Catholic 
sociologists are not true their high purpose and are not 
sincere because they happen hold their conventions 
good hotel. Nor quite fair suggest that the 
general run Catholic social workers are not aware 
their supernatural responsibilities, not resort the 
supernatural means prayer. The method contrast- 
ing what ought with what this field can lead 
uncharitable judgments. 


Dr. Furfey urging the point view supernatural 
sociology. Certainly the presence the world super- 
natural agency betterment, the Church, and the avail- 
ability supernatural means betterment, the Sacra- 
ments, social fact the utmost importance. one 
that Catholic sociologists universally recognize. However, 
that does not mean that sociology must discard natural 
methods and become department theology 
positive science complementary both theology and ethics, 
must adhere the method proper its purpose and 
objectives. While Dr. Furfey’s survey the social field 
proves conclusively that there general need im- 
provement and rehabilitation ideals Catholic social 
thought and social action, does not prove the least 
that the sociologists social agencies are fault, much 
less the need new definition sociology according 
the principles Catholic doctrine. 


The best and most readable portions his book are those 
that are strictly sociological that they present statistics 
and interpret them. would much more valuable 
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contribution Catholic sociology were this method fol- 
lowed throughout.

Graves, Robert. Mr. Milton.

Author historical novels concerning the Rome the 
Emperor Claudius and the revolutionary colonies seen 
English mercenary, Robert Graves has now at- 
tempted present picture life seventeenth century 
England imagines might have been seen Marie 
Powell, the wife John Milton. The device telling 
story the first person difficult one, but Graves has 
handled the technique admirably. The social activity 
the times, the quarrels between king and parliament, the 
civil war and the execution Charles the financial de- 
pression, the confusion under Cromwell, are all recorded 
Marie might have observed them, heard their occur- 
rence from Milton other figures, read them the 
journals. Graves remains satisfactorily close historical 
sources his treatment these events: explains the popu- 
larity the Puritan army indicating that was more 
regularly paid than were the Royalists; catches the spirit 
fright which swept the country after the regicides had 
their way and the hysteria rebellion gave way ques- 
tioning; and pleasantly describes the dances, masks and 
holiday spirit which prevailed before traditional entertain- 
ments were forbidden the trappings Catholicism. 


the characterization Marie Powell, the author has 
relied his own imagination, well the records 
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and the gossip her day. She pleasant and fairly 
capable daughter large, intellectually alert, but not 
particularly religious family, who witty Christmas, 
keeps diary, falls love with soldier, suffers eco- 
nomically during the civil war, and married—by legal 
papers and financial documents—to man about whom 
she knows little and cares less. 


John Milton, lord and master who takes his superiority 
seriously, took everything else, also personal 
interpretation the part Graves. His moods are 
recorded, his speeches (even those meals) are given 
imagined detail, his insufferable vanity, his time-serving, 
inconsistency, hypocrisy and intolerance are all incised 
one side the medal. The other side provable: his 
early work and reputation poet, his growing plan for 
Adam Unparadised, later Paradise Lost, his pamphlets 
divorce, free speech and popular rights, his worth the 
government during the Commonwealth, his growing blind- 
ness. 


Since the novel deals with the vagaries married life, all 
its aspects are discussed some detail: there psycho- 
logical interpretation Milton’s failure consummate 
his marriage and for his wife’s return her family, later 
join him; his scientific sternness lover; his astrologi- 
cal plans before the birth each Marie’s four children; 
their boudoir quarrels and misunderstandings. The lan- 
guage often bold, and the ordinary conversation minor 
characters lusty—but not lustful. the author’s re- 
capturing the spirit the times has been excep- 
tionally objective: was now outspoken, now matter-of- 
fact, now bawdy. Other novelists, treating the period 
the fringe the Restoration, have been deliberately 
fescennine word from the novel) as, say, Will Durant. 
Graves remains historical, and avoids all the opportuni- 
ties for comment adultery which history the times 
might have called for. Twice dips into incidents 
which might better have been omitted: the discussion 
menstruation (pp. 173-75) and birth-control (pp. 295- 
96). 


Those who like Milton will irritated end the 
book, but those who have found him intolerable 
windbag, further inflated the plebeian respectability 
the eighteenth century and the Puritan hero-worship 
the nineteenth, the melodramatic sneers will joy 
and comfort.

Harding, Bertita. Lost Waltz; Story Exile. Bobbs- 
Merrill. Nov. 20, 1944. 312p. $3.50. 


memoir the family the Archduke Leopold Salvator 
Austria, nephew the Emperor Franz Joseph, Lost 
Waltz the last the author’s Habsburg excursions. The 
Archduke, Inspector General Austrian 
married the aristocratic, tempestuous, brilliant Infanta 
Blanca Castile, daughter the Pretender the Spanish 
throne, who above all had the rare gift common sense. 
The Archduchess believed motherhood and bore ten 
healthy children—all whom reached adulthood. 

early 1916 Austria-Hungary had already forgotten 
what sugar, butter, eggs and white bread looked like. 
Vienna the pinch was felt rich and poor alike. the 
Archduke’s castle Schloss Wilhelminenberg, there were 
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eighty-six servants and when the skimpy wartime fare was 
ready serve, the help sat down eat before anyone 
else. These late signs democracy the part the 
rich classes fooled one; winter was still more bearable 
palaces than hovels. But the palaces and their in- 
habitants were go, for, November 12, the day after 
the Armistice, the Communists took over and proclaimed 
Austria republic. breaking into small groups, the 
Austrian Archduke, his wife and ten children were able 
escape Genoa, and thence Barcelona, Spain. 
selling one the Infanta’s emeralds the family was able 
live the Bristol hotel for six months and later moved 
house near the edge town. Here the young arch- 
duchesses learned sweep and cook and the smaller 
boys and their father did the outdoor chores and market- 
ing, while the family adjusted itself from life castle 
with eighty-six liveried servants house with serv- 
ants. Later Sol, orphan from convent, took 
over, bringing order out chaos, and relieving the Arch- 
duchess burdensome details, and the Archduke was 
free devote his time his inventions tanks, and 
aviation, until died September 1931. His sons, 
Franz Joseph and Anton, were the first Habsburgs his- 
tory earn their wings, and supported themselves 
their reputation grew stunt fliers. Meanwhile the 
reader follows the family’s interesting history achieve- 
ments, loves and marriages, and the convent life 
Assunta, who entered the Teresians, until the Barcelona 
Habsburgs were scattered far and wide the turmoil 
Spain’s Civil War. Assunta escaped from her burning 
convent and finally reached the Vatican. However, she 
and countless others who had hoped find refuge 
some convent, were automatically absolved their vows 
and ordered return the world, since they had 
family with roof over their heads. Although Assunta 
protested the clerical board, the Holy See could make 
exceptions since its monasteries and retreats were filled 
capacity with jobless bishops, and abbesses; and arch- 
duchess whose family still held title the wineries 
Viareggio could not classed indigent. Returning 
Vienna after the Spanish Civil War, the Archduchess 
and her children took their residence there until they 
were again forced move when Hitler entered Austria, 
for the terms the Anschluss all Habsburgs were 
technically under arrest and there was price the 
head Archduke Otto, Pretender the throne. Twenty 
years after her first flight from Austria, the Infanta Blanca 
again waved farewell Vienna and sailed westward 
across the Adriatic Viareggio Italy, where she hoped 
reunited with the remaining members her scat- 
tered family, except those who had found their way 
America. falls love with the young Polish 
doctor Viareggio; while they are France their honey- 
moon interrupted the outbreak World War II, 
and Assunta’s husband fought with the Allies until the 
fall France when was demobilized. Later they 
joined Franz Josef and his wife America, who recap- 
tured the pine-covered mountains New Hampshire, 
near the town Franconia, something the loveliness 
the Tyrol and Salzburg. Franz Josef founded and be- 
came partner the Franconia Lumber and Develop- 
ment Co. 


After more than year silence, Franz Josef heard from 
his brother Carlos, from the Old World, who gave 
account the members the family still Europe, 
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saying the Infanta Blanca, “she weary and nervous 
after World War catching with her Viareggio, 
and she was again forced flee Barcelona, where she 
now the care the faithful Sol”. 


The Habsburgs faced the experiences exile that 
might, with others, have been tragic.

This humorous and rather well written account back- 
stage life Army theatricals will undoubtedly appre- 
ciated number people.
